I prevent the common Pretence of having lent Books in their 
Catalogue that never were in their Poſſeſſion. 

A Committee to be appointed from the Univerſities ,and 
Stationers Hall, to enquire into all the Miſmanagements and 
illegal Practices where Printing or Paper is concerned: Vix. 
Firj?, Why a Receiver of G ] Pat Letters, or any 
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Privileges in fr-nk-ng than any Officer or Clerk under the 
g- er- taries of St-te, or any other of his Majeſty's Offices, 
{ar beyond that of a Member of either H-uſe, whoſe Letters, 
if above two Ounces, are to be charged ; but theſe Gentr 
fend every Day L-tt-rs of more Pounds with Impunity; and, 
if I am not miſinformed, their Correſpondence alone exceed 
ſometimes in Weight that of the whole Nation.

E that reigneth on high, to whom is given 
all Power in Heaven and in Earth, com- 
mitted one Holy, Catholick and Apoſto- 
lick Church (out of which there is no Salvation) 
to one alone upon Earth, namely, to Peter the 
Prince of the Apoſtles, and to Peter's Succeſſor 
the Biſhop of Rome, to be governed in Fulneſs 
of Power. Him alone he made Prince over all 
People, and all Kingdoms, to pluck up, deſtroy, 
ſcatter, conſume, plant and build, that he may 
contain the Faithful that are knit together with 
the Band of Charity, in the Unity of the Spirit, 
and preſent them ſpotleſs and unblameable to their 
Saviour.

This very Woman having ſeized on the 
Kingdom, and monſtrouſly uſurping the Place of 
Supream Head of the Church in all England, and 
the chief Authority and Juriſdiction thereof, hath 
again brought back the ſaid Kingdom into miſe- 
rable Deſtruction, which was then newly reduced 
to the Catholick Faith and good Fruits. 

$ 2. For having by ſtrong Hand inhibited the 
Fxercife of the true Religion, which Mary law- 
ful Queen of famous Memory had by the Help of 
this See reſtored, after it had been formerly over- 
thrown by Henry the Fighth, a Revolter there- 
trom ; and following and embracing the Errors 
of Hereticks, ſhe hath removed the Royal Coun- 


cil conſiſting of the Eng/iþ Nobility, and filled 


it with obſcure Men, being Hereticks, oppreſſed 
the Embracers of the Catholick Faith ; placed 
imptous Preachers, Miniſters of Iniquity ; aboliſh-

Books to be read in the whole Realm containing 
manifeſt Hereſy, and impious Myſteries and In- 
ſtitutions, by herſelf entertained, and obferved 
according to the Preſcript of Calvin, to be like- 
wiſe obſerved by her Subjects; preſumed to throw 
Biſhops, Parſons of Churches, and other Catho- 
lick Prieits out of their Churches and Benefices;

wicked Laws, and to abjure the Authority and 
Obedience of the Biſhop of Rome, and to ac- 
knowledge her to be ſole Lady in Temporal and 
Spiritual Matters, and this by Oath; impoſed 
Penalties and Puniſhments upon thoſe which o- 
beyed not, and exacted them of thoſe which per- 
ſevered in the Unity of the Faith, and their Obe- 
dience aforeſaid; caſt the Catholick Prelates and 
Rectors of Churches in Priſon, where many of 
them being ſpent with long Languiſhing and Sor- 
row, miſerably ended their Lives. All which 
Things, ſeeing they are manifeſt and notorious 
to all Nations, and by the graveſt Teſtimony of 
very many ſo ſubſtantially proved, that there is 
no Place at all left for Excuſe, Defence, or Eva- 
ſon. 
$ 2. We ſeeing that Impieties and wicked 
Actions are multiplied one upon another; and 
moreover, that the Perſecution of the Faithtul, 
and Affliction for Religion, groweth every Day 
heavier and heavier, through the Inſtigation and 
Means of the faid Elizabeth ; becauſe we under- 
tand her Mind to be ſo harden'd and indurate, 
that ſhe hath not only contemned the godly Re- 
queſts and Admonitions of Catholick Princes, con- 
ecrning her Healing and Converſion, but alto 
nath not ſo much as permitted the Nuncios of this 
See to croſs the Seas into Euglaud, are ſtrained 
of Neceſſity to betake ourſelves to the Weapons 
of Juſtice againſt her, not being able to mitigate 
our Sorrow, that we are drawn to take Puniſh- 
ment upon one, to whoſe Anceſtors the whole 
State of Chriſtendom hath been ſo much bounden.

$ 6. And becauſe it were a Matter of too 
much Difficulty, to convey theſe Preſents to all 


Places wherever it ſhall be needful, our Will is, 


that the Copies thereof, under a publick Notary's 
Hand ſealed with the Seal of an Eccleſiaſtical 
Prelate, or of his Court, ſhall carry altogether the 
ſame Credit with all People, Judicial and Extra- 


judicial, as theſe Preſents ſhould do, if they were 


exhibited or ſhewed. Given at Rome at St. Pe- 


ter's, in the Year of the Incarnation of our Lord, 
1570, the fifth of the Calends of May, and of 
our Popedom the fifth Year.

betwixt England and Flanders, under the Charge of 
the ſaid High Admiral, to attend on the Duke of 
Parma's Actions. 

A third Company were armed in the Weſt Part of 
England towards Spain, under the Conduct of Sir 
Francis Drake, a Man by Name and Fame known 
too well to all Spain, and to the King's Iudies, and 
of great Reputation in England; and this was com- 
pounded partly of ſome of the Qucen's own Ships, 
and partly of the Ships of the Welt Parts. 

But after that it was certainly underſtood, that 
the great Navy of Spain was ready to come from 
Liſbon, and that the Fame thereof was blown abroad 
in Chriſtendome to be invincible, and ſo publiſhed by 
Books in Print; the Queen and all her Council I am 
ſure (whatſoever good Countenance they made) were 
not a little perplexed, as looking certainly for a dan- 
gerous Fight upon the Seas, and after that for a Land- 
ing and Invaſion. Whereupon the Lord Admiral was 
commanded to fail with the greateſt vhips to the Weſt

of the Navy of Spain. And with the Lord Admiral 
Lord Dana: Went in certain of the Queen's Ships, the Lord The- 
Ia. mas Howard, ſecond Son to the laſt Duke of Nerpelk, 
. . field. and the Lord Sheffeld, Son to the Admiral's Siſter, 
who is Wife to the Queen's Ambaſlador in France, 
with a great Number of Knights of great Livelihoods : 
And at that Time the Lord Henry Seymour Was left with. 
a good Number of Ships in the narrow Seas, upon the 
Coaſt of Flanders, to attend on the Duke of Parma. 
Whilſt theſe two Navies were thus divided, I con- 
tcſs to you that I and others of our Part ſecretly 
made a full Account, that none of all theſe Exgliſb 
Ships durſt abide the Sight of the Armada of Spain, or 
if they would abide any Fight, yet they all ſhould be 
ſunk at the firtt Encounter.

AN Wherewith J and many others were 
very glad, to fee them thus newly troubled, and upon 
every light Report put to great Charges. But this laſt- 
ed not paſt eight or ten Days: For upon more certain 
Knowledge by two or three Pinnaces that were ſent to 
diſcover where the Spaniſh Fleet was, which certified 


that they were beyond the Orcades, failing towards the

lack of Maſts, and alſo of Mariners; a new Com- 


mandment was given to difiolve the Navy, faving that

Hard, the Lord Henry Seymour, Lord Sheffield, dir 


Francis Drake, with all the Captains to the Court, 
| ſaving ſuch as had Charge of the Fleet that was un- 


der the Lord Henry: And upon the Keturn of theſe 
Seamen to the City, there are ipread ſuch Reports to 


move the Noblemen, Gentlemen, Ladies, Gentle- 


women, and all other vulgar People of all Sorts, into 
a mortal Hatred of the Spaniards, as the poor Spaniſh 
Prifoners were greatly afraid to have been all maſ- 
ſacred; for that it was publiſhed, and of many believ- 
cd, that the Lords of Spain that were in the Navy, 


had made a ſpecial Diviſion amongft themſelves, of all 


the Noblemens Houſes, by their Names, and had in a 
ſort quartered England among themſclves, and had 
etermined of ſundry Manners of crue] Death, both 

of the Nobility, and the reſt of the People. The 
K 2 Ladies, 
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Ladies, Women, and Maidens were alſo deſtined to 
all Villainy ; the rich Merchants Houſes in London 
were put into a Regiſter by their very Names, and li- 


.mited to the Companies of the Squadrons of the Navy 


for their Spoil. And to increaſe more Hatred, it wi3 
reported that there were a great Number of Halters 
brought in the Spaniſb Navy, to ſtrangle the vulgar 
People, and certain Irons graven with Marks, to "be 
heated for the Marking of all Children in their F ACLs, 
being under ſeven Years of Age, that they miaht 5: 
known hertufter to have been the Children of the con- 
7 5 Nation. Theſe things were commonly reported 
thoſe that came from the Engl1yh N as having 
W the opartards confeſs the fune; fo as for a 
Time there was a general Murmur, that theſe Spar 
Priſoners ought not to be ſuffered to live, as they did, 
but to be killed, as they had purpoſed to have done 
the Engl. But the wiſer ſort of Men, and ſuch as 
had the Charge of the Priſoners, having no Command- 
ment from the Council, did ſtraitly look to the Sa- ety 
of the Priſoners, as a Matter not to be ſo rat! bly ſut- 
fered. But to content the People with ſome other 
Matter, there was upon Sunday lait, at the Requeſt of 
thc Mayor and his Brethren, a great Number of Ban- 
ners, Streamers, and Enſigns, which were won from 
the Spaniſb Navy, brought to Paul's Church-yard, 
and there ſhewed openly in Sermon Time, to the 
great rejoicing of all the People: And afterwards they 
were Carried to the Croſs in Cheap, and afterwards to 
London Bridge, whereby the former Rage of the Pev- 
ple was greatly aſſuaged, their Fury generally converted 
into Lriumph, by boaſting in every Place, that this 
was the Act of God, who had heard the fervent 
Prayers of the People, and was pleaſed with their for- 
mer Prayers and Faftings; to have ſuch Banners and 
Streamers, which the Spaniard; meant to have brought 
and ſet up in all Places of the City, as Monuments 
of their I riumphs, by his good Providence in puniſh— 
ing the Pride of the Spaniards, now to be erected: by 
the Engliſh, as Monuments of their Victories, and of 
perpetual Shame to the Spaniards. Upon theſe Shews 
great rejoicing followed: And as in June and July paſt, 
all Churches were filled daily with People excrciſed 


with Prayers, and Shews of epentance, and Petitions 


t0 
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to God for Defence againſt their Enemies; and in many 
Churches continually thrice in the Week Exerciſes of 
Prayers, Sermons and Faſtings, all the Day long from 
Morning to Evening, with great Admiration to ſee 
ſuch general Devotion, (Which. I and others did judge 
to proceed more of Fear than of Devotion : ) So now, 
ſince the Eugliſb Navy is returned, and the Spaniſh 
Navy defeated, and Intelligence brought of the Diſor- 
ders in Flanders, of the Diflentions betwixt the Spa- 
niards and the other Soldiers, of the Contempt of the 
Duke of Parma by the Spaniards, being thereto main- 
tained by a Duke called the Duke of Pajtraw, the 
King Catholick's Baſtard, and of the Departure and 
Running away of the Duke's Mariners, here is a like 
Concourſe of the People to Scrmons in al! Churches; 
wherein is remembred the great (ioodneſs of God to 
ward England, by the Delivery thereof from the 
threatened Conqueſt, awd Prayers alſo public hy to 
give 1 hanks to God for the fame. |

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HO? it be well known, that neither the Writer, 
nor Don Bernardin to whom it is directed, wiſh'd 
Succeſs to England, as appears by his being grieved to 
make any good Report oi it, other than of mere Ne- 
ceſſity he was urged ; and in Don Bernardin, fo blindly 
raſh, as to diſperſe in Print, both in French, Italian, 
and Spaniſh, molt falſe Reports of a Victory had by the 
Spaniards, even u hen the Victory was notable on the 
Part of England, and the Spaniſh vanquiſhed; yet 
whilſt I was printing, a 200d Time after the Letter 
was ſent into France, there came to this City certain 
Knowledge, to all our great Cemfort, of many happy 
Accidents, to the Diminution of our mortal Enemics in 
their famous Fleet, that was driven out of our Scas 
about the laſt of July, towards, the North Parts of 
Scotland : Wherefore I joined the ſame to this Letter of 
Don Bernardin, that he may beware not to be ſo haſty, 
nor yet to permit Capella, his Sower of Reports, to 
write theſe falle Things. 

The Particulars whereof are theſe. The Fleet was 
by Tempeſt driven beyond the Ifles of Or#rey, about 
the 1ſt of Augu/?, which is now more than fix Weeks, 
the Place being above 60 Degrees from the North Pole ; 
an unaccuſtomed Place for the young Gallants of Spain, 
that never had felt Storms on the Sea, or cold Weather 
in Auguſt. And about thoſe North Iflands their Mari- 
ners and Soldiers died daily by Mltitudes, as by their 
Bodies caſt on Land appeared.
